Paris, September 1!.—With 
quittal tonight by a jury in 
court of Louis A. Gregori, 
upon Major Dreyfus during 
monies last June incident to the 
ing of the body of Emile Zola in the 
Pantheon, the Dreyfus affair. which 
has divideq France into two camps for 
the last twelve years, may said to have 
been buried beyond all possibility of 
resurrection. 

The government, it was evident from 
the remarks of the advocate general 
‘in the summing up, did not want a se- 
vere sentence, which would make a 
martyr of M. Gregori, but merely a 
correctional sentence, which would al- 
low the matter to die ont. It was 
generally anticipated that thé court 
would condemn Gregori to six months 
imprisonment and his complete acquit- 
tal partook of the nature of an anti- 
climax. Those present in the court 
room gave vent to their feelings, ac- 
cording to thelr political views. and 
the court room resounded with mingle@ 
hoots and cheers. The president of the 
court, however, soon quelled the dis- 
turbance’ by ordering the court room 
cleared.

Washington, D. C., 
In @ flight lasting one bour, 
utes and twenty-six seconds, 
Wright late today surpassed all his pre- 
vious exploits for a time and distance 
flight for a heavier-than-air machine, 

Two flights were made at Fort Myer, 
Va., today, the first being of ten min- 
utes and fifty, seconds’ duration, for 
the purpose of showing what rate of 
speed he had been traveling during his 
long flights of the past three days. 
Today's test demonstrated, according 
to the aviator’s calculations, that the 
speed of the aeroplane during the rec- 
ord-breaking flights of Wednesday and 
Thursday was 39.55 miles an hour. 

Before making the first flight, Mr. 
Wright said: 

“I want to make a flight of about 
ten minutes in order to see how my 
present epeed compares with what lL 
made at Kitty Hawk, N. C.” 

Starting at 4:41, the aeroplane made 
nine rounds of the drill grounds, and 
then landing within a few fset of the 
thousand or more spectators, Mr. 
Wright computed the speed of his rec- 
ord-breaking flights. 

“We made 44 miles 
Hawk with a little less power. Of 
course, the turns there were much 
longer, and therefore did not impair 
the speed as much as the turns I make 
here.”’ 

Those who witnessed’ today’s flight 
were roused to great enthusiasm when 
the aviator for the third successive day 
broke his vest previous record. Fifty- 
seven times the machine passed over the 
starting point during the 70 minutes 
and 26 seconds that !t was up. Twice 
the aeroplanist described the figure ‘8’ 
showing that he could control his ma- 
chine in any direction. A feature of 
the landing was that he did not stop 
the motor until the machine touckad

Mr. Hearst began his remarks bv say- 
ing:

I have 
come to make an explanation, not an 
apology, or a defense, or an excuse of 
any kind, but a plain explanation of why 
I have ceased to call myself a democrat 
and have withdrawn from the support 
of Mr. Bryan. I had always been a 
denwcrat; my people. all of them, have 
been democrats, southern democrats— 
South Carolina, Virginia. Missouri dem- 
ocrAts, California democrats.” 

Had Always Been a Democrat. 


He said he had always heen a demo- 
crat. He spoke of bis support of Bryan 
in 1896, and said he pondered long over 
it; that he did not believe in free ail- 
ver, but ne believed in democracy, and 
that he finally told the boys in his of- 
fice to “unlimber the guns, for he was 
going to fight for Bryan.” He said his 
paper lost subscribers and advertisers, 
but he never wavered in ‘his’ allegiance 
to the democratic nominee. In 1900, he 
Stated, he was in the battle again and 
lost again. He said he was not tired 
of fighting, but Mr. Bryan was. Bryan, 
ne stated, handed down his flag in 1904 
and supported Parker. He mentioned 
several instances which he.said proved 
what Mr. Bryan's attitude had been, 

‘Look at Bryan himself,” the said. 

“Look at his modified principles and 
altered attitude. Look at his half grat- 
ifled longing to be a Lazarus at tne 
dinner table of the rich.

After going further into what he 
claimed was Mr. Bryan's political ree- 
ord, he said:

Fossil Iron Ores of Georgia. 


A report On the fossil iron ores of 
Georgia has just been published by the 
State geological department. The re- 
port is written by S. W. McCallie, state 
geologist. This is the fourth report on 
the natural resources of the state which 
has been issued by tne geological de- 
partment during the present vear, 1908, 
and is an evidence of the active [nter- 


hematite, occurring in the counties of 
Dade, Walker, (hattooga, Whitfield and 
Catoosa. The ore is distinguished by 
its containing abundant remains of or- 
ganisms, shells, etc, which existed in 
the seas during the geological period in 
which the rock containing the ore was 
deposited, and hence the name “fossil’’ 
iron ore. These ores pave been in the 
past and will continue to be one of the 
most valuable mineral resources of the 
state. The author estimates that the 
aggregate length of the ore outcrops is 
175 miles, and that the ore tonnage 
must consequently be enormous. The 
report gives an excellent account of the 
general geglogy of tne ores and their 
probable origin, and detailed description 
of the developments which have taken 
place.

While there is much un- 
certainty in railroad building, and es- 
pecially at this time, when business 15 
somewhat depressed, it is likely 
that Moultrie will have one or more 
additional railroad outlets in the course 
of another year or two.

FLEET ARRIVES AT ALBANY. 


to 


Coal for the Voyage 


Manila. 


Albany, West Australia, September II. 
The gmerican battleships arrived here 
after a 1,300-mile voyage from Mel- 
bourne at 7 o'clock this morning, While 
still a half mile off Ming Point they 
formed in a square and exchanged Sa- 
lutes with the fort, the Britisn cruiser 
Gibraltar and the Chilean training ship 
General Baquedano. At 10 o'clock a 
section headed by the Connecticut weign- 
ed anchor and proceeded to Princess 

Royal harbor, where are the coaling 
and shipping piers, and decks were 
speedily cleared for tne work of taking 
in fuel. The ships already are prepar- 
ing to coal for the voyage to Manila. 
The harbor today ig brilliant with flags 
of various nations, but the American 
colors predominate. 

On the run up fro mMelbourne the 
warships engaged in battle maneuvers 
day and night, and they are making 
active preparations for the target 
shooting and maneuvers tnat are to be 
conducted in the Manila bay during 
the month of November. These opera- 
tions are to be the most important ever 
carried out by the American navy. 

The fleet colliers Epsom and ‘Taurus 
have not yet arrived here.
